A competition highliglited 
some common security risks and tlie answers are listed 
here, as they are really important. 

1. Handbags in shopping trolleys and mobility scooter 
baskets are very unsafe - keep them on you. 

2. Unlit houses attract attention - leave lights on when 
you go out or use timers if you will return home 
after dark. 

3. There's no such thing as the Gas Board, Water 
Board etc - their representatives will specify their 
particular company and volunteer verifiable ID. 

4. Keep garages and sheds locked so burglars cannot 
use your tools to break into your house. 

5. Car and house keys left near the front door could be 
hooked through the letter box. 

6. Banks etc will never ask for your pin number - no- 
one but you should know it. 

These are common security lapses even amongst those 
who acknowledge their importance. Let's challenge 
and encourage each other to stay safe. 

Power tools: these are still being stolen from garages 
and vans - consider additional security measures so 
you do not become a victim. 

And finally: please keep your eyes open while walking 
round the village and report anything at all suspicious 
to tlie police on 101. The more we engage with them 
the more resources we could receive.

Viking Way is unadopted by die County Council; they 
do not support it and it belongs to the Parish Council. 
We have and are trying to find w'ays to stop lorries 
parking there. There are three notices along tlie road, 
including one as you drive into Viking Way, but 
unfortunately tliey are ignored. 

The Parish Council has researched many ways to stop 
the parking, but the many companies along Viking 
Way that need access makes it difficult to find suitable 
ways. The Parish Council writes to companies asking 
them not to allow their HGV lorries to park there and 
report them to VOSA, advising them that there is a 
need for emergency vehicles to have access at all 
times.

With the 2014-15 'council year' abrjut to tome to a close - 
and elections for 19 of the 57 wards due to take place on 
7th May - additional savings of £670,000 as well as an 
increase of £2.45 a year in the Band D Council Tax have 
had to be made to offset a diminishing government grant 
in order to maintain the present level of services. 

In 2005, South Cambridgeshire was spending 
£18.1 million; now it is £17.3 million, with inflation 
£5 million less. Throughout this time, the Council has 
maintained the policy of keeping front-line services intact 
while allowing local parishes to set their own precepts. 
South Cambridgeshire's collection rates are among the 
highest in the country, being 99.2% in council tax, business 
rates 96.9% and council house rents 98.8%. 

The population of the district is not only increasing but 
getting older. The population now stands at 151,400, with 
0.9% more women than men. The economically active 
proportion of the population in the last year fell to 94,100. 
The Local Plans for South Cambridgeshire and Cambridge 
City are now being examined by government inspectors. 

A total of 33,000 new homes, 19.000 of which will be in 
South Cambridgeshire, are being proposed for the period 
2011-31. No development, however, is being proposed for 
the Bar Hill ward. 

The Council is the landlord of 5.500 properties, the 
installation of solar panels having provided free daytime 
electricity for 2,000 of them. This has partly offset 
increases in rent caused by government policy that these 
should shadow rents in the private sector. In addition, the 
Council is building new council houses, 35 having been 
built in the last year. 

Lastly, the Council has supported local businesses with 
workshops, seminars and ongoing advice. Over 400 new 
apprenticeships have been created locally.
